A COLORED BISHOP IN THE CHAIR 


During the Morning Session of the 
Council. 


THE QUESTIONS DISCUSSED YESTERDAY.

“The Church and Her Agencies” and “The 
{Religious and Secular Press’’—Re- 
ports of Committees. 


Wasninacron, October 12.—The fifth day of 
the ecuwenical Methodist council opened with 
Bishop J. W. Hood, of the African M, E. 
Zion church, Fayetteville, N. C., in the 
chair. Bishop Gaines, of the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, delivered a prayer, 
and Rey. Dr. C. H. Phillips, of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church of Washington, 
read the scriptures, so that the opening serv- 
ices of the great council were conducted by 
three colored men. 

The business committee, through Secretary 
King, reported the receipt of the following: A 
memorial from the World’s Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, containing an address 
to the governments of the world for the sup- 
pression of the liquor traffic; @ paper relating 
to the death of Rev. Dr. James Leighton; a 
memorial concerning the eompetition between 
Methodists in small places; a memorial con- 
cerning an ecumenical hymn boos. 

The Morning Topic. 

The topic for the morning lesson was ‘The 
Church and her Agencies,”’ and Bishop R. 8. 
Foster, of Missisippi, proceeded to address the 
council on ‘The Responsibilities and Quailifi- 
cation of the Preagher.”’ 

When the fall of the gavel cut Bishop Foster 
short, Rev. John Bond, of the Wesleyan 
Methodist church, London, followed upon the 
gaine subject; alsoRev. William Howard Day, 
of African Methodist Episcopal Zion chureh, 
Harrisburg, Pa.; Bishop Foss, of Philadelphia; 
Rev. Frank Ballard, Rev. J. 8, Cook, of Lon- 
don; Rev. G. W. Clinton, of Pittsburg, and 
Rev. William Arthur. 

Rev. Dr. Leonard, of New York, missionary 
secretary, closed the morning session in a few 
remarks condemnatory of preachers who in- 
vited doubt by delivering sermons on Darwin- 
ism and Huxley. 

A Visit to the White House. 

A recess was then taken. During the recess 
the delegates were received at the white house 
by President Harrison. Bishop Hurst acted as 
master of cer@monies and introduced individ- 
ually to the president each of the delegates, 
nearly all of whom were accompanied by mem- 
bers of their families. 

The president was assisted in receiving 
the visitors by Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. Parker 
and Mrs. Dimmick. The reception lasted 
more than an hour. The Marine band, 
under Professor Sousa, was present and en- 
livened the. wecasion with a programme of 
music, including the fallowing pieces: ‘‘Hx- 
cerpis from the Oratorio of St. Paul;” ‘The 
Pilgrim’s Choruas,’”’ from Tannhauser; para- 
phrase on ‘‘Nearer My God to Thee;” 
Sullivan’s ‘Golden Legend:” Goend's 
*There’s aGreen Hil) Far Away ;” acollection 
of hymnal tunes by Bennett, and national airs. 

Essays of the Press. 

When the council reassembled, Rey. M. T. 
Myers, of the United Methodist church, Roch- 
dale, England, took the chair. The topic for 
decussion was ‘'The Rejigious Press and the 
Religious Uses of the Secular Preas.’’ 

Rev. Hugh Price Hughes, of London, de- 
livered the essay. 

A Heated Debate. 

Discussion of the subject evolved a good 
deal of heat and sharp talk. Dr. Hughes and 
most of the speakers held that the church had 
not yet formed a sufficiently high estimate of 
the influence of the religious press, and had 
not used it to its full capacity for God. 

Rev. E. E. Hoss, of Nashville, Tenn., dealt 
with the religious newspaper, to which, he 
said, Methodism had never been deaf. He 
named a number of distinguished Methodists 
who had been connected with religious 
newspapers within his own experience. 
Religious newspapers had not kept pace with 
the secular press in deveiopment, though the 
improvement had been great. The religious 
newspaper should be under control of the 
church. Every argument brought forward to 
show that the church should put its hand upon 
the pulpit would apply with equal foree to 
show thatit should putits hand upon the 


press. Religious papers should have an ex- 
pert corps of assistants to the chief editor. At- 


tention should be given to the advertising 
columns. There had been much ginning, but

Criticising the Secular Press, 

Rev. Dr. Buckley, of New York, editor of 
The Christian Advacate, told of the trials of 
the editors of religious papers, and of the ne- 
cessity of accuracy. He believed that the 
weekly religious paper had greater influence 
in manufacturing public opinion than the 
daily, Mr. Greeley had attached superior im- 
portanee to the weekly, The secular press 
could not be trusted in matters religious, 
said Dr. Buckley, and cited two oer three 
comical blunders made in current reports 
upon religious events published by two great 
American dailies, Ile was severe in his crit- 
icisms upon the secular press for the light 
treatment of serious topics, laughing at sui- 
cides and publishing detailed reports of scan- 
dalous divorce cases. 

A Political Spat. 

The heat camein when Mr. Atkinson, an 
English member of parliament, came into the 
debate. He thought that as all political par- 
ties had their organs, the religious press should 
take no account of political matters. When 
he had connected himself with a religious paper 
he had no notion of seeking its aid politically. 
In his opinion religious papers had a higher 
mission than politics. A man should do the 
thing he could do best. He was proud of Dr. 
Hughes as a preacher, but he was not, 
and never should be proud of him as 
an editor. Dr, Hughes was invited to come 
down from his high place as a preacher to aid 
& decrepit party, and he said he would two 
oF three times a week. When he got down 
there he had delivered himself of a sentence 
that was almost as near blasphemy as a@ relig- 
ous Man could have come. ,

A TRAIN DERAILED. 


But the Wretches Did Not Succeed in 
Their Plot. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., October 12.—A fast west- 
bound express on the Central Pagific, which 
passed Colfax early this morning on its way to 
this city, was wrecked about midway between 
New England Mills and Colfax. The train 
passed through a deep cut and out to an em- 


bankment, which bad been thtogmaupto pre 
serve the grade, 

Engineer Estabrook did not detect any- 
thing wrong until the first two cars 
were slightly derailed. The baggage car and 
two day coaches remained on the track, but 
four Pullmans and the caboose left the track. 
The Pullman sleeper Santa Cruz turned over 
on its right side and rolled down the embank- 
ment fifty feet before its progress was stopped. 

Narrow Escape of Passengers. 

In the sleeper were ten passengers, all asleep 
at the time of the crash. They were all hus- 
tled about ina ruthless fashion, but miracu- 
lously escaped with a lively shaking up, the 
only person being seriously injured was the 
colored porter of the Santa Cruz. 

Investigation showed that an attempt had 
been made to wreck the train. The spikes had 
been drawn from several of the outside rails on 
the outer edge of the embanknient, 
just at a point owhere the track 
makes a curve. Not a spot better 
adapted toa plot could have been selected, 
and it was evidently selected in the hope that 
the engineer, fireman and employes in the 
baggage and mail cars would be killed as soon 
as ihe forward part of the train struck the 
loosened rails. Then the three cars could be 
looted, and, as they carried a great quantity of 
mail, the plunder would have been yery 
profitable. 

It was also found that the angle plate used 
to strap the rails together had been pried off 
and jammed under the rails. Passengers in 
one of the coaches caught a glimpse of oue of 
the would-be wreckers as he rushed off, 


HEAVY EARTHQUAKE SHOCK. 


Buildings at Napa, Cal., Badly Damaged 
The Peaple Frightened. 

Napa, Cal., October 12.—The heaviest earth- 
quake shock ever felt here was experienced at 
10:34 o’clock last night. People rushed inte 
the streets in their night clothes in great ex- 
citement. Chimneys toppled over; several 
buildings were shattered and badly shaken up. 
Drug store fixtures suffered greatly, bottles 
being thrown from the sheives to the floor and 
other damage done, The Masonic temple 
building was shattered, At the state insane 
asylum great excitement prevailed, the 
patients being almost uncontrollable. It is re- 
ported the building was crackcd.and other 


damage done. 

SAN Francisco, October 12.—The effects of 
the earthquake which visited some portions of 
northern California last night, appears to have 
been greatest in Napa and Sonoma vajiley, 
where the shock is described as being the 
heaviest experienced since the great quake of 
1868. At Napa and Sonoma, walls cracked, 
chimneys were demolished, in some instances 
falling through the roof, Window glass was 
broken, people were roused from their beds, 
and many passed the night in the streets. 
The heaviest shock occurred at 11:30 o’elock 
last night and lasted from ten to forty-five 
seconds, according to localities where noted. 
The general direction seeined to be from the 
northeast to southwest. On Popula ranch, 
near Sonoma, which contains a number of 
warm water springs, the earthquake caused 
the water to gush forth in great quantity,

THEY ARE STILL APART, 


Parnellites Will Not Forma Coalition with 
the McCarthyites, 

DuBsuin, October 12.—The newspapers of 
this city today continue their eulogies of the 
late Charles Stewart Parnell, and on all sides 
are heard expressions of regret for the dead. 
It is reported here that an informal meeting of 
Parnellite members of the house of commons 
was held this morning, and it was decided not 
to accept any overtures for a coalition with the 
McCathyites, but to continue the struggle for 
the leadership of the Irish parliamentary 
party on the lines laid down by Parnellin his 


efforts to regain the position from which he 
had been deposed by a majorfty of his former 
followers. 

Mrs. Parnell’s Condition. 

The health of Mrs. Parnell has not improved 
She is still under the constant care of a physi- 
cian, and her heart is said to be very weak. 
The physician in attendance today prevailed 
upon her to partake of some slight pourish- 
ment.

He ac- 
knowledged having made contracts with the 
proprietors of several newspapers for adver- 
tisements in their journals of the mercantile 
tax ligt and had receiyed from them the com- 
missions agreed upon. These commissions he 
handed to John (nas WR, who was then city 
treasurer. 

The proprietors of the papers he said knew 
nothing about Bardsley in the matter. Bell 
said he himself did not get a cent of the 
money, and by way of explanation said that 
Bardsley came to him in 1889 and asked him 
to take charge of the distribution of the mer- 
cantile tax list advertising. He then 
declined to have anything to do with it.

Thus the society starts out with seventy-four 
members, 

Captain Fuller suggested that the first step 
would naturaily be the adoption of a constitu- 
tion and by-laws, so he moved that a commit- 
tee of seven be named by the chair to draft a 
Buitable constitution and by-laws, and to re- 
port the same to a meeting to be called by the 
president.

Major J. E. Williams, one of the early may- 
ors of Atlanta, moved thatthe call for mem- 
bership be so modified that any citizen who 
has lived here since 1860 be eligible, and this 
was adopted. 

Captain Fuller made an affecting 
Among other things he said: ‘I have had 
many conversations with the old citizens of 
Atlanta, with a view of forming just such an 
organization as this, and it does my heart good 
to see so many of my friends of early days here 
to carry out my ideas. Here I see men who 
have been living in Atlanta more than forty 
years. I believe it is a good suggestion to let 
down the bars so as to admit citizens who have 
been here continuously since 1860. New mem- 
bers can coine in every year, and our ranks 
will be recruited. We ought, I think, 
under the present rule to have a 
membership of three hundred or three 
hundred and _ twenty-five, whereas, if 
the first rule had been enforced, not more 
than some ninety or ninety-five members 
could be got. Lam impressed with the work 
before us. This organization is a great and a 
glorious one. I have often seen a funeral pro- 
cession wendingits way toward Oakland, and 
in that cortege which was following some old 
citizen to the grave were nota corporal’s 
guard of old citizens. I want tosecethe time 
when if an old citizen dies he will 

be followed to the grave by at least 
fifty of his old comrades. And when 
I die I want to be buried by these old men. 
According to the natural course of events we 
can’t last much longer. Ina short time none 
of us will be here. In twenty years we will 


talk.

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be very old. It ought to be incorporated in 
our constitution and by-laws that we should 
help one anothér in time of need.

It is my 
idea that we ought to meet once every yearand 
have agrand banquet or barbecue when the 
historian of the society can give us facts and 
reminiscences. My heart isin this work.’’ 

Colonel B. F. Abbott said he had heard a 
great many expressions from old citizens 
touching the objects of this society. ‘‘We all 
hope that this will become a very important 
and useful organization. Wewant to havea 
historical department. It is wu well-known 
fact thas there never has been written acorrect 
history of Atlanta. We owe it to posterity to 
see that such a history is prepared. I have in 
my possession an original newspaper—the first 
one ever published in Atlanta—probably. It 
was issuisd in the year 1848. In that sheet are 
the names of some of the citizens I now see in 
thisroom. I could not but be surprised at 
the matvelous transition wrought 
in a few ye.wrs. In this newspaper are the otti- 
cial advertisements of DeKalb county, and 
it contains a speech of Henry Clay’s on the 
Mexican war. It was named the ‘Literary 
Miscellany and Upper Georgia Whig.’ In 
1853 I came here with my Sather! 
There was a log cabin where the Leyden 
house now stands. Wehaveagreat and im- 
portant work todo. I consider this the most 
important society organized in Atlanta within 
twenty-five years.’” 

Colonel] D. U. Sloan told some amusing an- 
ecdotes. Hesaid hecame to Atlanta forty 
years ago. He was the first telegraph opera- 
tor and Captain Evau IP. Howell was his mes- 
senger boy. 

Mr. John A. Doane was «alled for and he 
responded in a very brief speech, in which he 
told of his early adventures in Atlanta when 
it Was a village. 

Mr. William Forsyth said he had in his 
possession some quaint documents printed in 
Atlanta early in its history, and he would 
gladly contribute these as the nucleusofa 
collection of historic objeicts. 

Mr. J. H. James told about his experiences 
in what was known in the forties as ‘‘Snake 
Nation,” and he gave a jaumorous description 
of The Night Hawk, a sandalous sheet pub- 
lished in those days. 

Mr. 8S. B. Oatman said he came to Atlanta 
when it had only 5,000 people and Allison 
Nelson was mayor. 

‘I came here in 1848,’’ said Major Leyden, 
‘fand the very next dav I started to build the 
Georgia machine works, which are still here.” 

Mr. Ben Williford came to Atlanta in 1848, 
and he was the first inarshal the place ever 
had. “I was,’’ said he, ‘‘marshal at a time 
when to go to ‘Snake Nation’ was worth a man’s 
life. It was dangerous, 1 tell you. George 
Peavy and Pointer Smith were the toughs in 
those days. I collected in one year $15,000 in 
fines, ail of which came from people who were 
convicted of selling liquor on Sunday. In 1851 
Jonathan Norcross was elected Atlanta’s first 
mayor, and it was lively. Fights were plenty, 
and Il had my hands full. When he was 
elected some of the boys that opposed him 
opened a bombardment on his house, and I 
got together 100 men and suppressed the gang. 
The usual tines imposed then were about one 
dollar and costs.’”’ Mr. Williford related some 
incidents which evoked much laughter. 

Mr. Gus Haines to'd some side-splitting an- 
ecdotes. He wasan old-timer, he said, and 
when he first.came to Atlantait was a howl- 
ing wilderness. He said he had hunted 
chinquepins where the Kimball house now 
stands. The first newspaper ever issued from 
a press in Atlanta, heinsisted, was The At- 
lanta Lunvinary, which was edited by a stut- 
tering man named Wilson. 

Several other members made interesting 
talks. 

At 9:50 o’clock the society adjourned, sub- 
ject to the president’s call. 

The temporary officers were requested to 
serve till the adoption of the constitution and 
by-laws. 


A QUIET TIME 


In the Senate Yesterday—The Status of the 
3 Insurance Bill. P 


; Everything in the senate was quiet yester- 
day. 

The senators all seemed to rest easy after 
disposing of the important measures of last 
week. Noexciting new issues came up, and 
no oratorical pyrotechnics were wasted on the 
air. 

The regular reception of bills of first intro- 
duction, of second acquaintance and: for final 
disposition took place. 

On the motion oi Mr. Terrell, the senate re- 
fused to concurin the house amendment to 
the senate amendment of the house bill ‘to 
prohibit physicians and prescription clerks in 
drug establishments from practicing their pro- 
fessions or callings while intoxicated by liquors 
or opiates.’’ 

Mr. Terrell affirmed that ‘‘the difference be- 
tween the second amendment and the original 
was just the difference between tweedle-dum 
and tweedle-dee.”’ 

The senate was so impressed with the dis- 
tinction that the house amendment was re- 
pudiated. 

The Insurance Bill Progressing. 

On motion of Mr. Terrell the report of the 
finance committee on amendments of the house 
to the bill of the senate ‘‘to prohibit combina- 
tions or pools of insurance companies, or their 
agents, tending to defeat or lessen competi- 
tion’’ was taken up. 

At the recommendation of the committee a 
slight amendment to an amendment from the 
house was made, and without change the 
amendments of the house were concurred in. 
It goes back to the house for final concurrence. 

Bills Passed. 

Senate bill to protect the game of Floyd 
county. Nimrods are to be restrained there 
now from March Ist to October Ist. 

House bill to pay J. J. Yarborough, of 
Opelika, Ala., $100 for the arrest and delivery 
of Ben Terrell (colored), wanted for arson. 

House bill to relieve securities upon the bond 
given by Captain J. L. Fleming, deceased, for 
arms and accoutrements, belonging to the 
state, destroyed by fire. 

The Liquor Tax. 

House bill to levy and collect a tax of $100 
on all dealersin spirituous or malt liquors, 
intoxicating bitters, brandy fruits or domestic 
wine. 

The bill as it passed the house provided for 
ataxof $200. The senate fixed the taxat 
reg The house will, it is thought, concur in 
this. 

This tax isto be devoted to maintaining 
public instruction in the elementary branches 
of English, to pay interest on the public debt 
and to pension maimed confederate — soldiers 
and the widows of confederates. 

The senate also passed the house bill to pro- 
vide forthe payment, to the persons entitled 
thereto, of the money received by the state of 
Georgia from the United States under the act 
approved March 2, 1891, refunding the direct 
tax on cotton collected by the act appraved 
August 5, 1861.. Claims must be filed within 
five years. 

A Provision for Damages Lost. 

A senate bill was introduced which pro- 
posed to make railroad companies doing busi- 
ness in Georgia liable in damages, in all cases, 
for the death or other injury of any person, 
caused by the willful misconduct or negligence 
of any oflicer, agent oremploye of such com- 
panies. The bill also provided for determin- 
ing the measure of damages, for determining 
who should be entitled to recover the same, 
and, in all cases, where fault or contributory 
negligence on the part of the injured was 
established, to determine the proportion of 
damages due. 

The bill was lost on failure to receive a con- 
stitutional majority. The votes stood ayes 13, 
nays 11. : 

A resolution authorizing the assistant attor- 
ney general to employ a stenographer at a sal- 
ary not to exceéd $75 per month was passed. 

The Fertilizer Bill. 


The senate concurred in the house amend- 
ment to the senate substitute for the house bill 
to amend, revise and consolidate the laws gov- 
erning the inspection, analysis and sale of 
commercial fertilizers, chemicals and cotton 
seed meal, etc. With the signature of the 
governor i; will now become a law. 


He Was Drowned. 
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‘A GOOD MAN GONE. 


Dr. W. H. Potter Passes to His Kter- 
nal Rest. 


A LONG LIFE WELL AND NOBLY SPENT, 


He Was for Eight Year Editor of The 
Wesleyan Christian Advocate—Was 
Secretary ofthe Mission Board. 


The announcement of the death of Dr. W. 
H. Potter, which was made in yesterday’s 
CONSTITUTION, carried sorrow to the hearts of 
people all over the south who knew and loved 
this good man. 

He died at his home at Austell Sunday 
night about 10 o’clock, after a short illness of 
swo weeks’ duration. 

Just about two weeks ago he attended the 
Holston conference at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
and delivered an able missionary address. He 
returned home a very sick man, and has since 
been confined to his bed. He steadily grew 
worse until Sunday night, when he died. 

Dr. Potter was gne of the best. known and 
most distinguished ministers in the south. As 
a preacher he was possessed of rematkable 
force and directness, and as & Man was 
equipped with splendid executive ability and 
good praciical ideas. 

He was born in South Carolina April 11, 
1828, and is, therefore, sixty-three years old. 
He graduated at Emory college in 1848 with 
first honors of his class. 

He joined the Georgia conference nearly 
forty years ago, and since his connection with 
it has filled several important places and held 
several responsible charges, 

He wasfor some time pastor of Trinity 
church in Savannah, and of St. John’s church, 
Augusta. Both of these charges he filled with 
signal ability, and these churches experienced 
an appreciable growth during the time he 
served them. 

He was presiding elderof the Atlanta dis- 
trict of the Methodtst Episcopal church, 
south, and was presiding elder of the Augusta 
district for the same Jength of time. 

A little over nine years ago he became con- 
nected with}The Wesleyan Christian Advo- 
cate, as editor, and held that position contin- 
ually and with marked success until about one 
year ago, when he retired. 

Upon his retirement he became secretary of 
the board of missions of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, south, and held that position at 
his death. 

Dr. Potter has been twice married. By his 
first wife he bas four children—two sons and two 
His eldest son, Colonel Tom Pot- 
ter, is a promising young lawyer of Savannah, 
and his other son is out west. His daughters 
are yet unmarried. 

He was married the second time last Christ- 
mas to Mrs. Georgia Bray, of Lumpkin, Ga., 
who survives him. ‘ 

Dr. Potter was a delegate to the ecumenical 
conference, held in London, England, ten 
years ago, and during the conference he de- 
livered an able missionary address which at 
once marked him as one of the foremost dele- 
gates present. He was a delegate to the 
ecumenical conference now being held in 
Washington, D. C., but on account of the ill- 
ness which ended in his death, he could not 
attend, 

He was the ablest missionary preacher in the 
state, and it was in this field that he chose to 
work. 

Upon hearing of his death a prominent At- 
lanta minister said: ‘‘The foundation of the 
missionary work in Georgia is gone.” 

He was possessed of great magnetism, and as 
a preacher was clear and forcible, and if he 
had lived one year longer, would have been 
made bishop. 

His remains will be interred in Augusta, 
today, besice his first wife. 

The body, accompanied by a large number 
of relatives and friends, reached Atlanta last 
night at 7 o’clock and was carried to Patter- 
son’s undertaking establishment, where it was 
viewed for the last time by the many friends 
of the deceased. 

A large number of old acquaintances and 
friends of Dr. Potter and several Atlanta min- 
isters met the body at the depot. 

At 11 o’cleck the remains were placed on the 
Georgia road train and carried to Augusta, 

Upon the arrival of the train there, the body 
will be carried to St. John’s church, where it 
will lie in state until 9:30 o'clock, when the 
funeral services will occur.

Jr. Ferguson’ is alarmed and surprised at 
Iiouse’s conduct. 

Rouse was seen in his room at 10 o’clock 
last night by a friend. Itis presumed that he 
left between 10:30 and 11 o'clock. It is said 
that a closed carriage was driven up to the 
hotel about 11 o’clock. 

Assisted and accompanied by his brother, 
Mr. Charles P. Rouse, Zack got in that car- 
riage and was driven to the seven bridges, 
where he boarded atrain. That is the way it 
was told to The News.

HE PASSED AWAY. 


Death of Mr. Timothy Burke Yesterday 
Morning. 


HE HELPED PUBLISH THE FIRST DAILY. 


The Atlanta Daily Enquirer—For Many 
Years Engaged in the Stationery 
Business in Atlanta. 


Mr. Timothy Burke died yesterday morning 
at 7:30 o’clock at his home on Piedmont 
avenue. 

In his death Atlanta sustains the loss of one 
of its oldest citizens. 

Mr. Burke had an extensive acquaintance, 
and was liked and respected by every one who 
knew him. 

A native of County Clair, Ireland, he pos- 
sessed those admirable traits of character— 
frankness, fairness, wit and good humor, 
which so adorn his countrymen the world 
over. 

Mr. Burke was nearly eighty-five years old. 
He came to America about 1835, in the 
prime of young manhood, and followed at first 
the trade of boot and sheemaking. He lived 
a short while in New York city, then 
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moved to Savannah and _ soon 

drifted to Atlanta. He was 
companied on his journey from Savannah to 
Atlanta by one of his own countrymen, 
Michael Lynch, who located in Atlanta, too, 
and the two have remained fast friends up to 
Mr. Burke’s death. 

Leaving the shoe business, Mr. Burke 
moved to Newnan where he operated a branch 
book store for his brother-in-law, Mr. Key, of 
Atlanta. At Newnan he buried his first wife. 
One daughter was the outcome of his first 
marriage, Mrs. Patrick Garley, who resides in 
the city. 

About 1850 he returned to Atlanta again, 
taking a position with the Key book store which 
was the first establishment of the kind ever 
opened in Atlanta. He kept his position with 
that firm about nine years. During that time 
Atlanta’s first daily newspaper was started 
by his book-house. It was the old 
Daily | Examiner, and through his 
business relations with the publishers, Mr. 
Burke was closely connected with this enter- 
prise until it became bankrupt. Mr, Burke, 
however, became associated with his old 
friend, Mr. Lynch, in the same business, and 
continued it prosperously for some years 
longer. 

Later on he became a dealerin liquors, but 
retired from business altogether in 1886. Since 
then he has lived quietly on the fruits of his 
industry and economy. 

By his second marriage Mr. Burke had a 
daughter, whois now Mrs. Henry Pinkston. 
Losing his second wife about fifteen years ago, 
Mr. Burke was wedded athirda time, his last 
wife surviving him. By this union he has 
three daughters, Annie May, Rebecca and 
Lizzie, all of whom are living. 

In the early days before the war, Mr. Burke 
took a lively interest in military affairs with 
others of his countrymen living in Atlanta. 
There was quite a fine company in operation, 
Volunteers, and of this 
organization Mr. Burke was first lieutenant. 

ewas always a devoted member of the 
Hibernian Benevolent Society, and several 
times was president of the order, having held 
it continually the last eight years. 

Mr. Burke was always a devoted and con- 
sistent member of the Roman Catholic church. 
Ho was known for his pure life and charity by 
all his associates. 

The health of Mr. Burke had been much 
impaired since last May, and death came to 
him peacefully and painlessly. His death seems 
to have been owing to the natural dissolution 
of the body from old age—the spark of life had 
on burned out, and death came as rest to 
iim. 

The funeral will take place this afternoon 
from the home of the deceased, 9 Piedmont 
avenue.

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ETCHED AND SKETCHED. 


Georgia is a wonderful state. Wonders never 
cease. Ergo, Georgia will always be wonder- 
ful. One of Georgia’s wonders is her lumber 
industry. But will it not cease some day, 
logic to the contrary? Has the average reader 

1y idea how rapidly the timber of the state 

being consumed? Hardly. Georgia has in 
round numbers 200 sawmills, and each of 
these clears 2,500 to 3,000 acres of timber 
land a year, or say half a million acres for the 
total, and thatis the minimum. As soon as 
Mr. Porter completes his census statistics on 
this industry it will be a matter of easy calcu- 
lation to tell how much longer Georgia’s pine 
supply will last. 

Statistics are usually considcred dry and un- 
interesting. Here is a case though in which 
they are not. Lumber is one of our most valu- 
ble resources. When it is exhausted what 
will the country do? That we will have to 
leave to the future. Inthe language of the 
Irish gentleman, ‘‘What has posterity done for 
us?”” But seriously, the lumber supply of 
Georgia ten years hence will be getting scarce. 
What concerns the trade most now is the state 
of the market. Fortunately for the lumber- 
men it is improving. Within the last thirty 
days the market has advanced, and has re- 
gained half of what it lost since last fall. 
Prices now are within 25 per cent of the mar- 
ket twelve months agoand the mills have 
all the work they can do. One 
of the largest firms in the state, having all is 
can do for the next thirty days, has refused to 
take any more orders at the present prices, 
believing that, in the next two weeks, there 
will be a further advance. Lumbermen are 
stiff as to prices, and expect to get the market 
back where it was this time last year. 

The improvement is not confined to Georgia, 
or to the south, but is felt all over the country. 
In fact, the mill men of the northwest put up 
prices first. Their ground for doing it was 
the increased demand. All during the 
winter and spring and summer build. 
ing of all kinds owas __ restricted. 
All tle railroadsin the country shut down 
both on extensions and repairs. This re- 
duced the demand for structural timber and 
many mills shut down during the summer. 
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Mr. M. ©. Huyett, who represents The 
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been in Atlanta for two or three days. He 
has traveledali over the timber regions of the 
United States and Canada time and again, 
and is an expert in his line. In an interview 
yesterday he threw out some valuable 
hints. The waste of slabs has struck 
every observer. Mr. Huyett has in 
his trunk a collection of photographs 
and among them is a set of pictures of a Can- 
ada sawmill, where absolutely nothing is 
wasted. Slabs and sawdust, and even the 
bark are utilized. From the slabs several 
things are made. One thing is wood alcohol, 
which the Canadian government buys ata 
paying price. The sawdust is mixed with 
sand and cement and made into terra cotta for 
building and for decorative purposes. Over in 
Alabama Mr. Huyett found a mill which bas 
a system of “‘facing”’ its logs by which $5,000 
a year is saved. Instead of cutting right 
down to the face at once, two or three pieces 
of ceiling boards are cut. 

Alabama, Mississippi and Texas have magnif- 
icent forests of pine, but he states that he has 
never seen any finer timber than there is in 
Georgia. Chatting with some sawmill men 
last night, he lamented the custom of the 
naval stores manufacturers in boxing small 
trees. Mr. Huyett holds that if nothing was 
boxed under twelve inches in diameter by the 
turpentine men, the forest fires would not be 
disastrous and the young timber would not be 
killed. Hence, it would grow up and the for- 
ests would be replenished, and that speedily.

Mr. Huyett is a great friend of cypress and 
he says that it makes friends for itself. ‘More 
than that it gives perfect satisfaction and never 
loses a friend. 

Georgia has a large supply of this wood. In 
Missi§sippi a new mill has just been started 
for the mauufacture of cypress.

At the present rate of consumption Mr. Huy- 
ett thus estimates that Georgia will cut out 
her pineina few years and this country’s 
supply will be pretty well gone 
in fifty years. The end of the 
red wood, which is the rival 
of cypress, is clearly in sight. The red wood 
belt is only twel¥e miles wide and 200 miles 
long, extending along the upper half of Cali- 
fornia: A full-grown red wood tree would 
keep the best Georgia sawmill cutting fora 
whole day. 

Red wood trees averagefour to the acre and 
each tree averages 250,000 feet of lumber. An 
acre of pine averages 6,000 feet. Those old red 
wood trees are from 300 to 1,000 years old.

Mr. R. H. Bewick 
worked hard to get the reduction in freights 
which the East Tennessee recently made from 
Georgia mills to the west and northwest, and 
which has enabled two firms to sell 4,000,000 
feet in territory from which they had been 
shut out.

Colonel William Fabian Law, who died in 
Savannah a few days ago, was one of the very 
few left who could say that they shook hands 
with Lafayette. When the distinguished 
Frenchman visited Georgia in 1825, Colonel 
Law, then a child, was presented to him. 
Colonel Law had a large fund of interesting 
reminiscences. He remembered well ‘‘Cotton’’ 
Tom Miller, who, tradition says, was the first 
to export cotton from Georgia to England. 
Tradition is wrong there, however. Georgia’s 
first export was the eight bags in 1764, which 
were seized in Liverpool, the customs authori- 
ties not believing that so much cotton could 
be grown in the American colonies. Charles- 
ton claims the distinction of having shipped 
the first cotton abroad, but her records are 
vague on the point. “Cotton” Tom Miller 
was the first Georgian to engage in the export 
trade of cotton to any extent. He went into 
it first about 1790, and carried on the business 
for more than thirty years.

The Relations of Capital and Labor. 

This is one of the knotty problems, and at 
the same time one of the burning issues 
of the closing years of this cen- 
tury. It may now be too urgent to 
wait for its solution until the twentieth 
ventury. One of the most dispassionate and 
ttatesmanlike deliverances which we have 
vead on this subject is the encyclical letter 
of Leo XIII. It was issued ina Latin text, 
which Cardinal Manning has translated and 
expounded, It is but just to the present 
Roman pontiff, to say that his adiinistra- 
tion of affairs has been wise and conserva- 
tive. Indeed, we question if any occupant 
of St. Peter’s chair in the last century has 
borne his great effice more meekly than the 
present incumbent. For that reason, 
chiefly, he has secured the favor and esteem 
of the English government, which, since the 
days of Elizabeth, the maiden queen, has 
been reckoned the bulwark of Protestantism. 
It ought to be gratifying to all parties, 
whatever their religious faith, that so great 
an advance has-been made since the era of 
such religious strife as marked the thirty 
years’ war, and that of the Spanish succes- 
sion. It is worthy of note that his holiness 
does not discuss the relations of capital and 
labor from any political standpoint, but ap- 
proaches it from its ethical side. While he 
does not spare the socialism that rvots itself 
in nihilism and other forms of demagogy, he 
insists on the right of labor to associate 
for self-defense and co-operation. This isa 
wise discrimination, for in the one case it 
leads to arbitration and peaceful adjustment; 
in the other its inevitable outcome is red- 
handed revolution. 

Upon the question of a just wage, 
the pope claims that it must be ade- 
quate to the maintenance of the household 
of the laborer in reasonable comfort. ‘The 
policy of the law,’’ he argues, “‘is that 
homeless men be few, and that the homes of 
the people be a broad and solid foundation 
on which the commonwealth, in all its 
social and political life, shall repose. We 
may, therefore, take the maintenance of the 
home as the minimum of a just wage.”’ 

We are more disposed to question another 
statement, in which he concedes the right 
and propriety of strikes against long hours, 
and, by parity of reasoning, for higher wages. 
‘These convulsive efforts of labor are in the 
nature of riots, and are, indeed, a quasi war- 
fare. Besides, they, much oftener than other- 
wise, fail of their object. In cases of such 
disagreement between the employer and em- 

ployes, the civil authorities should inter- 
vene, not to dictate terms, but to arrest vio- 
lent proceedings, until the matter could be 
mesucyrated by a speedy tribunal, to be pro-

be reached with the least possible delay, and 
enforced without let or hindrance, 

We see no sutticient reason to doubt the 
right of the commonwealth to adopt com- 
pulsory measures at such times for the pro- 
tection of its citizens against injustice on 
the one hand, or violence on the other hand, 
The doctrine of laissez faire has its valuable 
uses, but it does’ not apply to these class 
conflicts, which must be nipped in the bud, 
or else they become fatal ulcers on the body 


politic.

A Correspondent Answered, 

A correspondent asks us what those who 
favor such legislation as was sought to be 
embodied in the Berner railroad bill mean 
by practically claiming that it would have 
enabled the state to control interstate rates 
of freight. 

They mean nothing by it. It is a piece 
of nonsense intended to deceive the ignorant. 
If every railroad in the state were divided 
into forty-seven separate parts, each part 
under a different manager, the state would 
have no control over freight rates beyond the 
state line. If all the railroads in Georgia 
were dragged into the courts, and kept there 
until doomsday, the state could not control 
interstate rates. 

On the other hand, if all the roads in the 
State were consdlidated so that an earwig 
could not crawl between them, the commis- 
sion would still be able to control and fix the 
rates of freight in this state, competition or 
no competition. 


New York’s Colored Democrats, 

The present state campaign in New York 
brings to light the fact that the colored men 
of that state are becoming converts to democ- 
racy. The New York World says they are 
becoming democrats ‘‘through sheer force of 
intelligence,’’ and they are kicking out of 
the republican traces every day. As to the 
growth of colored democratic clubs there 
The World says: 


The menof theirrace towhom they look for 
guidance are nolonger to be deceived by parrot 
cries of prejudice. They see clearly that there is 
ho more reason why acolored man should be re- 
garded as “‘belonging,” in the chattel sense, toa 
particular political party than why any other 
American citizen should be bound in like manner 
to the service of a master. 

They understand the hollowness of republican 
professions of friendship for their race. They 
know that the suffrage, to be of any value tothem, 
must be used in accordance with the dictates of 
conscience and enlightened self-interest. 

Being in the main men who earn their living by 
work, they are victims of the unjust laws enacted 
by the republican party in the interest of 
monopoly. Their natural place, as parties now 
stand, is with the democratic party, the party of 
the people, of equal laws and low taxes. And they 
are more and more recognizing this truth and 
acting upon it. 

What is true of New York, in this instance, 
is true of other states where the republican 
party has driven the negro to the polls and 
bought votes with empty promises, Intelli- 
gent negro voters cannot remain inthe re- 
publican party without doing vialence to 
their own interests, It has taken'some of 
them a long time to see this, but the light is 
breaking at last, andit finds them in the 
ranks of the party of progress and good gov- 


ernment, 


Northern and Southern Cotton Mills. 

The Boston Transcript has an editorial 
article felicitating New England on the eon- 
tinued stability of the stocks of its cotton 
mills. In the course of iis article The 
Transcript makes tliese remarks: 

The general firmness with which New England 

mill stocks are held is pretty good evidence that 
the progress of southern cotton manufacturing 
has not scared the men who control the great 
plants of Lowell, Manchester, Fall River and 
Lewiston. Such men doubtless realize that the 
south has the advantage of proximity to the raw 
material, but they also realize that this is not by 
itself the determining condition of success. If 
the southern cotton mills are near the cotton 
fields, the northern miils are nearer the markets. 
The northern manufacturer has cheaper money, 
lower freight rates, better trained help, all the 
technical traditions of a successful industry on 
his side, and, withal, he has at the doors of bis 
milla population vastly better off than that of 
the south, and correspondingly better able to pay 
for better goods. While southern cotton manu- 
facturing has been growing, northern manufac- 
turing has been expanding and improving. 
Northern mills are constantly working towards 
finer goods. In this effort to improve quality the 
northern manufacturer finds a quick response 
trom bis help. Herein he has another advantage 
over the southerner. Say what the southerners 
will, the southern labor market does not afford 
material that promises well for the future of 
cotton-making inthe south. The genias in the 
southern people is agricultural. In agriculture 
they geta living under conditions most favor- 
able to their health and comfort. The colored 
people might as well be reckoned out of the 
question. They are not fitted to make good mill 
help; they Jack the stamina required; they are 
deficient in nervous force. They work when they 
feel like working, and loaf when their employers 
feel like having them work. The northern help 
do not go south in any considerable numbers. 
Southern society is altogether too feudal as yet in 
its manner of speech and thought, and southern 
education too backward to make the south a pleas- 
ant abiding place for the mill-worker, who has 
come from the land of public libraries, of labor 
and of general belief that only drones do not 
labor at something. 
This, as it will be observed, is exeeed- 
ingly elaborate. It has been painfully 
thought out and carefully worked up, and it 
proceeds with the caution which character- 
izes those who have a suspicion that they 
have forgotten somethings If such an ar- 
ticle had appeared in a New England paper 
twenty years ago, it would have caused 
something like consternation. In the news- 
paper, as well as in the moonlit meadow, 
one can whistle to keep one’s courage up, 
and the extract we have made is an inter- 
esting and a very neat example of the neat- 
ness with which newspaper whistling has 
been carrled on. 

Our Boston contemporary says that the 
northern mills are constantly working 
towards finer goods. Of the truth of this 
there can be no doubt, but it should be 
borne in mind that this impulse toward the 
finer grades of goods was accompanied by a 
sharp but short competitive struggle with 
the coarser grades that some of the southern 
mills have made a specialty of. The strug- 
gle wasa visible one. The din of it was 
echoed in the New England newspapers, 
and there was a boisterous attack made on 
some of the western freight lines because 
their rates failed to give the New England 
mills an advantage over the southern mills 
in the transportation of the coarser grades of 
goods to the western markets. 

Remembering this little struggle and the 
result of it, we are led to inquire whether 
the southern mills are really any further 
from the markets than those of New Eng- 
land Thecenterof population is west of 
Cincinnati, and going further west year by 
year—so that it is impossible to perceive 
what advantage New England mills can 
have over those of the south in the matter 
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of proximity to market. — ee 


seriously, that the cotton mills of New 
England area growth. It has taken the 
results of a hundred years to make them 
what they are, and their development has 
been slow and painful. So far as the cotton 
mills of the south is concerned, they will 
not have to go through all the pangs of this 
development. They can take immediate 
advantage of the improved machinery and 
the other results of invention and ex- 
perience. 

It is not to be supposed that the cotton 
mills of New England are to be abandoned 
in a year, orin a decade, but The Tran- 
script is blind indeed if it has not already 
taken note of the southward movement of 
cotton manufacturing. Fifty years hence 
the cotton mills will be clustered in the 
neighborhood of the cotton fields, and the 
movement will be due to a law that is 
recognizable in all forms of trade and 
business, 

A great deal that The Transcript says 1s 
true, and it was even truer of New Eng- 
land fifty years ago than it is of the south 
today. We have all the conditions here 
that New England had, with others that 
New England has never had and can never 
have. If The Transcript will compare the 
number of spindles in the south with the 
number in operation fifteen years ago, it 
will get some idea of the movement that is 
going on.

The Legislature Refuses to Adopt a Free 
Pass Bill. 


ANOTHER PENSION LAW 


A Rushing Day in the House—Many Bills 
Passed Without Debate—Adjourn- 
ment Will Be Thursday. 


ADOPTED. 


Yesterday was a rushing day in the house. 

It was the last day of the session that 
house bills could be passed and got through 
the senate into the hands of the governor 
for his signature by noon on the 15th. 

Thus the house consumed no time in talk- 
ing, but rushed bills through as fast as the 
clerk could read them and the roll could be 
called. Much time was lost, however, by 
everybody crowding bills to the front at 
once, which resulted in considerable display 
of bad humor. This necessitated a night 
session, but at the night session the desk 
was cleared and all bills were acted upon. 
Many passed and many went to their doom. 

Everything is in shape for adjournment 
Thursday, and at noon on that day the pres- 
ent legislature goes out. 

The free pass bill was one of those that 
went to its doom. 

It created much talk in explanation of 
votes. Nearly{every member had a reason. 
Those who favored the bill said they did 
so in order that members would remain in 
Atlanta and do business instead of going 
home Friday and remaining until Monday 
afternoon. Those who voted against it de- 
clared it bosh and held thatit should either 
have been done earlier or notat all, but if 
passed it should be amended soas to force 
all members to pay for all free passes used in 
the past. The bill received a majority vote of 
7, but no quorum voted for it and it was lost. 

A Pension Bill. 

One of the most important pieces of work of 
the day was the passage of Dr. Baldwin’s bill 
to amend the constitution so as to pension in- 
digent confederate soldiers, and to provide 
artificial arms and legs to those in need of 
them. 

There was no debate on it, but like the other 
bills yesterday it was rushed through without 
consuming time in talk. The attendance be- 
ing very slim however, it took much time to 
find two-thirds of the full membership of the 
house in order to passit. The negro Holzen 
dorf came forward and cast the vote that 
passed it. 

There wére but three votes against the bill. 
They were Messrs. Dunwoody, Fleming and 
Sharp. 

These men believe it will increase the 
amount paid out in pensions from $600,000, as 
at present, to $1,000,000. 

Mr. Fleming Explains. 

Mr. Fleming, in explaining his vote; said: 

‘‘Mr. Speaker: Convinced as Iam that the 
pension roll of Georgia is already as heavy as 
the state can well bear, and believing that the 
soldiers’ home can accommodate all the old 
soldiers whose needs are very urgent, and that 
that would be better than opening wide the 
doors—but without the slightest intention of 
withholding anything due to a confederate 
soldier—I vote ‘No.’”’ 

Afterwards, in speaking of the purpose and 
effect of the bill, Mr. Fleming said: 

“T would not undertake to divine its pur- 
pose, but as toitseffect or tendency, I vent- 
ure to say it will be: 

‘1. A killing off of the soldiers’ home, at 
Atlanta. 

“2, A million-dollar pension list in Georgia. 

3. A still further increase in taxation.”

Mr. Harper, of Carroll, offered a substitute 
making it unlawful for railroads to issue 
passes toanyone. He stated that he was 
opposed to the bill, and he offered his substi- 
tute simply to show tke absurdity of the whole 
thing. 

Mr. Heard, of Elbert, offered an amendment 
‘provided the act shall not be construed to 
apply to any member unless he believes such 
a pass will bias his judgment or influence his 
vote.”

The inscriptions are traced on polished 
stone, and there is no deep graving. The 
north and south sides have polished tablets 
of the same size, but as yet without inscrip- 
tion. 

All day long a group of people stood 
watching the progress of the work, and 
when the workmen began to raise the side 
figures into place the small group swelled 
into a crowd of between two and three 
hundred. The figures are very large and 
closely veiled. The two presented a rather 
ghostly appearance, sitting at the foot of 
the granite work facing each other, with 
their outlines showing plainly through the 
canvas. 

They were raised by means of a large 
hemp rope, tied around them, and drawn 
up by means of a derrick. 

A half dozen men were required to turn 
the and slowly the immense 
figure swung into the air. It was drawn 
up until it hung suspended right over the 
place designed for it and then it was let 
slowly down into the niche. 

Both side figures were thus fixed firmly 
into their places, and all the while the 
work went on the crowd stood around, 
hoping to get a sight of the bronze figure 
of Henry W. Grady. 

They were disappointed, however, but the 
figure will be placed on the pedestal today 
or tonight. No one need expect to see it, 
for it will be effectually hidden by the 
canvas, 

The monument has been erected under 
the personal supervision of the sculptor, Mr. 
Alexander Doyle, and the work has been 
quickly and thoroughly done.

The trouble reported to be impending, grows 
out of a demand for an increase in wages by

General and Personal. 


Yesterday the Alabama railroad commission, 
accompanied by Superintendent D. D. Curran 
and Trainmaster T. 8. Moise, of the southwestern 
division, went over the Last Alabama branch, 
from Columbus to Roanoke, The Alabama com- 
mision is now inaking a tour of inspection over 
all of the Alabama roads. 

The organization of the Alabama car service has 
been perfected at Montgomery, Ala., and among 
those who were present were Superintendent D. 
D. Curran and Trainmaster T. 8. Moise, of the 
Southwestern; E. T. Tyler, general manager of the 
Western of Alabama, anc ’, H. McClintock, 
superintendent of the Birmingham Car service, 
They expect much benefit from the new associa- 
tion. 

The Northern Pacific company has just com- 
pleted the forwarding of a heavy cargo of tea, 
numbering some 40,000 packages, received by 
steamer at Tacoma, being the fourth of similar 
receipts this year, which are to be followed by sev- | 
eral more. The shipment was valued at $525,000, 
and has been sent east by special trains running 
on fast time. aA ,arge portion of the packaces 
were consigned to Chicago and others were sent 
to various points in Canada, thus showing that 
the Northern Pacific can sometimes take business 
away from its great Cabadian competitor, even 
when it is destined for points in the dominion. 

At the meeting of the general passenger agents 
in Cincinnati, in which twenty-two roads were

The round trip raté 
to Jacksonville, Fla... was fixedas follows: From 
Cincinnati $34, from Evansville $33.45, fron 
Louisville $32, from St. Louis $39, from Chicage 
$45, trom Indianapolis $38. 

Passenger rates to the world’s fair will be low 
enough to satisfy every reasonabie person, accord- 
ing to present appearances, if indeed not too low | 
to afford any profit to the railways, The general 
passenger agent of the Chicago and Alton has 
already sounded the trumpet of defiance inthe 
cars ot his competitors, and seems to invite them 
toacontlict of rate cutting. According to The 
Chicago Tribune, Mr. Chariton says: 

“Qur company will make a low rate to Chicago 
and return, which will be on sale every day. in 
addition to this we want to get everybody here, 
no matter how poor they are, and will have days 
when tickets to Chicago and return will be sold at 
less than one centa mile. There will be many 
people who will come to Chicago from the east 
and abroad who will want to look over the great 
west. To encourage this we will make low round 
trips from Chicago to western points and return. 
The rates from Chicago will be very low, but not 
quite as low as the rates to Chicago.” 

The Macon and Dublin. 

Macon, Ga., October 12.—[{Special.]—The 
Macon and Dublin road will goon tothe sea. 
Not much has been said of the Macon and 
Dublin of late. The men who have had it in 
charge have desired it that way. They would 
say nothing themselves. 

They were working for a purpose, and have 
about accomplished that purpose, which is 
nothing morenor less than the beginning of 
work on the extension of the road from Dub- 
lin to Savannah. 

It will probably not be long before work is 
commenced on the extension. 

The Georgia and I) linois Construction Com- 
pany, which has this road in charge, is gener- 
ally considered to be well fixed financially it- 
self. Report says that, in addition to the cap- 
ital that the company controls itself, arrang¢- 
ments have beon made with capitalists in Chi- 
cago and New York which assures the money 
necessary in completing the road to Savanuah. 

One of the men who is prominently connec- 
ted with the road in this city is nowin New 
York in consultation regarding this matter. 

He writes that he sees no reason why the 
work shonld not be commenced atan early 
day on the comp!etion of this entire line, and 
that when it is commenced there will be no 
let up in it until the lineis finished and cars 
running from Macon to the sea over what is 
now kuown as the Macon and Dublin road. 

Just now the outlook is that by December 
Ist, at the outside, the work of extending the 
road will be commenced. 

When it is commenced a large force of hands 
will be put on the work and the road will be 
built toward Savannah at a rapid rate. 

The Macon and Dublin people are moving 
quietly, but they are moving earnestly. 

This road runs through a splendid country, 
and even now it is doing a surprising business. 
The entire route from Dublin on to Savannah 
takes the road thrcugh some of the best coun- 
try in Georgia. Those who have the road im 
charge say that the freight pusiness which the 
road would be bound to receive when it was 
completed would pay a handsome per cent on 
the cost of operation and construction. This 
road would certainly do a good business. 

Another thing in favor of this road is that it 
will be the shortest by a number of miles from 
Macon tothe sea. That, with convenient sched- 
ules, would attract the passenger trafiic.

GEN. H. R. JACKSON 


Will Deliver a Historical Address Here 
in November 


ON THE FAMOUS “WANDERER’S CASE.” 


The President of the Georgia Historical 
Society Opens a Series of Addresses 
on Georgia History. 


General Henry R. Jackson, of Savannah, 
president of the Georgia Historical Society, 
will deliver a historical address in Atlanta 
about the middle of November. 

This address is the first of a series on Geor- 
gia history, and is to be delivered under the 
auspices of the Young Men’s Library As3o- 
ciation of Atlanta. The lhbrary board estab- 
lished a department of Georgia history several 
months ago, aud the committee in charge 
has been quietly organizing since then. The 
plan includes two main feature—the collection 
of historical material through regular corre- 
spondents in each county, and contributions to 
the subject of state history by distinguished 
Georgians, who will be invited from time to 
time to address the association. These addresses 
will be preserved and printed with other 
historical matter which may be accumulated, 
and the publications will be accessible here- 
after in this library and others. 

Cordial relations have been established with 
the Georgia Historical Society, and Mr. Har- 
den, its librarian, has consented to act as the 
correspondent for Chatham. 

Mr. Harden has recently presented the 
Young Men’s library with a life of George M. 
Troup, written by his father, and the Georgia 
Historical Society has forwarded copies of its 
publications, containing historical matter not 
to be found elsewhere. 

This address by General Jackson will be on 
“The Wanderer’s Case,” referring to the 
prosecution of the owners of the last slave 
ship that crossed the Atlantic. General Jack- 
son was employed by the government about 
the year 1859 to take charge of this historical 
case, and his prosecution was so vigorous that 
he traced the owners of the slave ship to their 
homes. On the eve of the civil war he found 
them 1n the land of steady habits. 

The address will be delivered in the hall of 
the house of representatives. The house 
yesterday morning adopted a resolution, in- 
troduced by Hon. E. W. Martin, of Fulton, 
granting the use of the hall to the library 
foraseriesof addresseson Georgia history. 
The committee has asked Governor 
Northen to preside and he has 
consented to do _ s80. It is expected 
that the house will be packed to its utmost 
capacity. The pupils of the public schools 
and other institutions of learning will be es- 

cially invited, and it is likely that they will 
largely represented in the audience. It is 
also expected that all the teachers will be in 
the audience.

A Peculiar Will Case. 

Yesterday morning Ordinary Calhoun heard 

@ rather unusual will case. 
’ Last July Mr. Thomas T. Pope, a well 
known and prosperous citizen of Fulton 
county, died, leaving a will. The property he 
died possessed of consisted of some two hun- 
dred acres of valuable land, about three and a 
half miles from Atlanta, pear the Howell mill] 
road. The appraisers estimated this land to 
be worth about twenty-one thousand dollars. 
In addition to this estate the deceased left a 
small amount in cash and personal property 
worth six or eight hundred dollars. 

Some years ago Mr. Pope lost his first wife, 
by whom he had eight children. Nearly two 
years ago he married his second wife, who was 
very much younger than he was, by whom he 
had no children. 

The bulk of his property was bequeathed by 
Mr. Pope to his children by his first wife, as 
follows; John T. Pope, Jr., Charles W. Pope, 
N.S. Pope, Lou Redding, Willie Mayson and 
Nannie Evans. 

By the terms of the will his widow was to 
receive only $800. Each of his grandchil- 
dren was given $500. 

An application was made to have the will 
probated insolemn form, to which a caveat 
was filed. . 

Messrs. Arnold & Arnold represented 
Charles W. Pop,e et al., and Messrs, Simmons 
& Corrigan appeared for Mrs, Martha J, Pope, 
et al. 

Mrs. Pope, through her atttorneys, sought to 
set aside the will on the ground of fraud and 
undue influence. She alleged that at times 
her husband was of unsound mind, and that he 
wasin this state when he signed the will. 
These charges were denied by the other heirs, 
who insisted that the will should be probated 
in solemn form. 

Several witnesses were examined. 

Ordinary Calhoun signed an order establish- 
ing the will, and it was ordered to record. 

The attorneys for Mrs. Pepe stated that they 
would make no further fight in the court of 
ordinary, since the matter was already dock-

fhe Council Meets in Special Session and 
Trades for the Alabama 
Street Lot. 


Atlanta has bought the Maddox-Rucker lot 
on Alabama street. 

And will build the fire headquarters. 

The contract between the finance committee 
and the fire board with Mr. Maddox was rati- 
tied by the general council yesterday morning, 
aud subsequently approved by Mayor Hemp- 
bill. 

At the request of the gentleman who had 
made the trade with Mr. Maddox, Mayor 
Hemphill called the general council together 
yesterday. The full membership, except 
Messrs. Shropshire, Kinyon, Hulsey and Mur- 
phey, was present. Immediately after the 
meeting had been called to order, Mr. Rice, 
with a resolution im his hand from the 
finance conimittee and fire board, arose, say- 
ing: 
“We have investigated this matter fully, 
and every member of the committee thinks the 
trade the best thing forthe city. When the 
trade was first suggested I asked for time to 
look into it and I have found by the investiga- 
tion that it’s the best thing we can do. ,I desire 
to offer this resolution, which echoes the senti- 
ments of the committees.”’ 

The resoiution was; 

Kesolved, That the council ratifies the purchase 
of the Maddox & Rucker property on Alabama 
street, fifty feet front on Alabama street by 
140 feet deep, for the sum of $25,000, to be paid out 
of the sale of No. lengine house,to be sold at 
public outery Nuvember 10, 1891, for one-third 
cash, and the balance in six and twelve months’ 
time at 7 per cent interest on deferred payments. 

Also that they be authorized to attend to all the 
details of advertising, closing the trade, etc. 

Mr. Woodward did not oppose the trade, but 
he could see no reason for hurried work. 

The resolution was adopted, and subse- 
quently the board of aldermen concurred in it. 

Then the mayor approved it, and the trade 
was consummated. 

No High Salaries.

Gentlemen: I feel 
it my duty to interpose ee veto to the ordinance 
passed Ly your body at ite last regular meeting in- 
creasing tne salary of the members of the cenera! 
council. My reasons are these: The office of al- 
derman or councilman should be one of trust and 
honor, and not of gain oremvlument. There have 
always been, and always will be, plenty of good 
men who are ready and willing to fill theée offices 
for the present salary. They teel that the tnterest 
of the city demands a partof their time and atten- 
tion and b: lieve that they are acting for the pub- 
he good, hence their patriotism tenders this ser- 
vice. The city needs money for sewers and the 
paving vf streets and the amount of this increase 
of sa'ary would go far towards making these pub- 
lic imprevementes.

JETT HAS JUMPED. 


The Man with Several Charges to His 
Credit Fails to Materialize, 


AND FORFEITS A $2,000 BOND. 


The Story ofthe Crimes That Are Laid at 
His Door~A New Warrant Causes 
Him to Leave.

C. D. Jett, who was under a two-thousand- 
dollar bond for his appearance in Justice 
King’s court to answer the charges of kid- 
napping and seduction, has skipped. 

There is also a warrant in the hands of a 
bailiff for execution charging Jett with rape. 

Jett, whois a married man, was arrested 
some time ago charged with inducing Lollie 
Smith, a fifteen-year-old girl, to leave her 
home, ten miles in the country, and come to 
Atlanta, telling her he had a divorce from his 
wife, and would marry her immediately on 
their arrival in the city. ‘ 

When they arrived here he took her wa 
hotel and succeeded from day to day'in giving 
the girl some satisfactory excuse for deferring 
the marriage ceremony. After staying at the 
hotel soveral days, Jett secured a room and 
move the girl down over the street car stables. 
Here they were detected by the police, and 
Jett was arrested. The girl,in a straightforward 
way, told the story of her mistreatment, and 
at once enlisted great sympathy in her bebalf 
and created a corresponding degree of unfavor- 
able sentiment against Jett. 

The girl’s parents were notified, and came 
and cartied her back home. A warrant was 
sworn out by the girl’s father, charging Jett 
with seduction. 

When the circumstances under which the 
girl was induced to laave home became known 
to her pareuts, they caused to be issued an- 


r other warraut, charging him with kidnaping. 


Jett was place under a two thousand-dollar- 
bond for these alleged offences, his father, 
who has considerable property, becoming his 
bondsman. 

The trial was first set for September 29th, 
but Jett’s counsel asked for further time. 
October 3d was then named by the court as 
the date of the trial. Jett again asked fora 
continuance of the trial, on the grounds of 
physical inability to appear in court on the 
date set. 


, In the meantime the girl told to her parents 


a story of Jett’s treatment of her, which re- 
sulted in her swearing out an additional war- 
rant, this warrant charging him with rape, 

Jett heard of the last charge, and 
probably realized that his position 
was by no means an enviable one. On the last 
date set for the trial he failed to appear, nor 
did he send any account of himself. 

Justice King accordingly forfeited his bond 
to the superior court. 

It is believed, however, that it is not Jett’s 
intention to stay away permanently, but when 
he secures a divorce from his wife—a suit for 
which is now pending—he will give himself 
up to his father and relieve him of the respon- 
sibility of the bound.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, October 11.—The stock market today 
was again only moderately active, while weak in none, 
and while no sudden downward movement took place 
during the day, the steady pressure to sell caused 
material losses before the close of business. The pres- 
Bure brought to bear was caused by another bear raid 
under the leadership of Cammack, whose brokers at- 
tacked the entire list, making a general and uniform 
movementover the whole market. The remarkable 
feature of the dealings was the steadiness and persist; 
ency of the attack, but the declines accomplished were 
by no meansin proportion to the strength of the 
pressure brought to bearon thesale of Atchison of 
5,000 shares, causing'a decline of only ', percent. At 
the same time it was evident all 
through the day that there was no sup- 
port accorded prices anywhere, and only the natural 
strength of the market prevented sudden breaks 
in some parts of the list. The plan of the bull leaders 
as revealed by the course of the market for the last 
week seems to be to encourage the creation of large 
short interest preliminary te an advance in prices, 
which, bythe time they are ready toact, will be suf- 
ficiently low to attract large buying from the outside. 
There were only two really active stocks today—Atchi- 
son and St. Paul—-but the former furnished about one- 
fourth of the entire business done. The opening of 
the market was in sympathy with the lower London 
market, andselling by foreigners as well as bears had 
the effect of openingthe market at deciines from 
Saturday’s figures of from ', to 1 per cent.

AT THE BUILDER OF THE ROAD SAYS. 


an Interesting Letter Touching a Part ofa 
Legislative Committee’s Report—Effect 
on Macon and Northern Securities. 


« 

In their recent report, a legislative comimit- 
tee expressed the opinion that the lease of the 
Macon and Northern railroad to the Richmond 
and Danville was illegal, though the effect 
might not be to lessen competition. As the 
question of legality is of vital importance not 
only to the roads, but to the hold- 
ers of the Macon and Northern securities, 
the matter has been a subject of comment. 
The following correspondence between Hon. 
W. A. Huff, one of the committee, who isalso 
a citizen of Macon and Mr. E. C. Machen, the 
builder of the Macon and Northern road, 
will be found an interesting and instructive 
contribution to the public information on this 


lu portant subject: 

House OF REPRESENTATIVES, ATLANTA, Ga.. 
October 11, 1891.—Colonel E, C. Machen, Kimball 
House, City. My Dear Sir: Having seen your tn- 
‘erview in Tne CONSTITUTION of today, and 
snowing that you were the projector and builder 
of the Covington and Macon railroad, and know- 
ing trom personal intercourse with you that you 
have at all times been an advocate of the raiiroad 
commission for the regulation of trafic rates, I 
beg to request a full expression of your views on 
the matter vf the lease uf the Macon and North- 
ern railroad, sofaras it relates to the subject of 
competition. 

] desire to be leftadn position to use your reply as 
I may think proper in any further discussion of 
the matter. . 

Will you kindly reply at once, and oblige, yours 
very sincerely, W. A. HUFF. 

ATLANTA, Ga., October 12.—Hon. W. A, Huff, 
House of Representatives, Atlanta,Ga. My Dear, 
Sir: Firstofall let me thank you for the kind 
expressions to me personaliy, as contained in 

‘our note of this day. Believing that the Georgia 
legisiature desires to act upon all questions, not 
ouly intelligently, but justiy, each attribute being 
necessary to the fulfillment of the ther, I gladly 
avail myself of your courtesy to reply. 

You ask meto state fully the attitude of the 
Macon and Northern railroad lease so far as the 
question of competition is affected. From the 
standpoint of the lessors, as I understand it, they 
have at all times and under all circumstances be- 
lieved in keeping the road ina position where it 
would serve as a link in a competitive chain, 
thereby best fulfilling the objects of its owners, 
and at the saine time the law’s requirements. 

That its locaticn is unique is best attested by 
the tact that while in the hands of a receiver, and 
not earning its tixed charges and operating ex- 
penses, the price paid for itinopen market sur- 
prised everybody but its projectors. 

It was leased by the Richmond and Danville and 
Central railroad of Georgia jointly, and by virtue 
of the lease the value of its securities is greatly 
enhanced, not alone on account of the endorse- 
meut of those two corporations, on its bonds, but 
because competition will be very greatly increased 
at Athens, the point from which more than one- 
half of its buSiness and its revenue has been 
drawn. 

There were two bidders for the road, to-wit: 
The Richmond and Danville and the Central of 
Georgia, jointly, on the one side, and the Geoftgia, 
Carolina and Northern, and the Georgia Southern 
and Florida, jointly, on the other side, both bids 
being practically the same. One feature of com- 
petition is vividly illustrated by the fact that in 
the bondholders’ meeting, called to decide which 
system would get the road, the vote stood, $615,000 
for the Georgia, Carolina and Northern, and 
$623,000 forthe Richmond and Danville. This 
oucht to convince you that the question of com- 
petition was duly considered and entered into the 
calculation of the lessors all the way through. 

With the Georgia, Carolina and Northern com- 
pleted to Athens and Atlanta, so long as they re- 
main independent of each other, there must be, in 
the very nature of things, a ceaseless struggle for 
business at these points, between the Richmond 
andjDanville and the Georgia, Carolina and Norht- 
ern. The struggle has already begun, not in the 
actual competition, 80 muchas in the prepara- 
tion for it in the near future, that was not proph- 
esied by the most sanquine boomer of Athens two 
yearsaco, The agents of each system and their 
adherents are tireless in telling of the advantages 
that each line will offer over the other, and one of 
she strongest practical arguments used tby Ath- 
ns drummers toinduce sales is that they are 
iow blessed witha competition between these 
rreat rival lines that makes competition between 

Athens merchants and other cities impossible. 
ris is the actual effect produced at Athens, the 
rreat interior point from which more than half 
she revenue of the Macon and Northern has been 
drawn. A firin belief thatit would be the case 
actuated the lessors. 

The Georgia, Corolina and Northern will strive 
to induce outward freight to seek Norfolk in or- 
der to getthe longest haul possible. The Rich- 
mond and Danvilie has been and will under the 
Central railroad Jease continue struggling to 
turn the business to Savannah for the same 
reason. This wil) certainly result in greatly in- 
creased competition hereafter. 

Had the Georgia, Carolina and Northern se- 
cured the Macon and Northern, the Richimondand 
Danville could with profit to itself abandon the 
Northeastern railroad, and that would leave the 
state of Georgia inthe attitude of endorser on 
nearly seven hundred thousand dollars ot 6 per 
cent bonds and a valueless piece of worn-out prop- 
erty on its hands, to say nothing of the irrepara- 
ble damage to that section of country between 
Athens and Lula. 

By reason of the lease tothe Richmond and 
Danville they have almost finished laying heavy 
Bteel rails detween Athens and Lula in place of 
light iron scrap rails, preparatory to that era of 
competition in better service, if not in lower 
rates, that must follow thecompletion of the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern. The Macon and 
Northern track is being put in splendid shape, 
old ties are being replaced witb new and heavier 
ones, ahd the whole situation indicates better 
service for the public than vould have been se- 
cured without actual competition. 

The people of Macon had already secured from 
the Jnited States government an order 
Covington and Macou to put in a 
drawbridge to permit steamers to pass 
through, thereby pledging the United States 
government to secure to Macon the benefits of 
water transportation in addition to her already 
superior railroad facilities. When this beneficent 
result shall have been accomplished, the Macon 
board of trade has already declared that no inte- 
rior city in Georgia can successfully compete witb 
her merchants by reason of the low rates of 
freight that she can dictate to railroads. As 
Macon was in a position, both present and pros- 

ctive, by reason of controlling the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad, and lying along 
the bank of a navigable stream, to say nothing of 
the various roads in operation, and others in 
course of construction, I cannot for the life of me 
see how a legislator, from a pro bono publico 
standpoint, could have permitted us to sacrifice 
Athens, an interior Es, for the benefit of 
Macon,a city already biessed with abundant com- 
petition. 

There is another view of this matter that I beg 
to present for your most earnest consideration. 
nw is the recognition, by the state, of private 
Tights. 

‘hen I went into the market seeking money 
with which to open up a section df Georgia that 
was hitherto without any transportation facilities, 
either competitive or non-competitive, I gave the 
pledge of a Georgian that her people would redeem 
every promise of legal protection made by me to 
them. The money was en me, based on 
these pledges, and without that money the people 
in the counties through which the Macon and 
Northern runs would have cut a sorry figure with 
their goods in the world’s markets in competition 
with their more fortunate brethren dwelling along 
transportation lines, The road was built with 
money thus secured, and the state will get the 
benetit of it in pernetuity through the tax- 
gatherer. 

The men whu furnished the money with which 
to accomplish this beneficial end are'holders of 
securities therefor today, being unwilling to se} 
them with a clouded title, if they could, and un- 
able to sell them, by reason of taint, if they would. 
It was the money of these men that made the 
Macon and Northern a success. It was the money 
of these very identical men that made the Geor- 
gia, Carolina and Northern a possibility and a 
Success, for they also furnished the money for it. 

_The Covington and Macon—now Macon and 
Northern—was a pioneer, andan experiment in 
this new era of a wonderful railroad development 
in Georgia, and to strike down the investors, who 
courageously risked their money on the lead of 
this new development, by tainting their securi- 
ties, I feel sure will be considered, after mature 
reflection by the Georgia legislature, as unwise in 
policy as it would be unjust in morals. I have 
seen extracts from the reports of your conumittee, 
as published in the dail y papers, and after much 
phought,on the subject,am unable to arrive at

The “Honest Man’s Friend and Protector’ 
band is not out of trouble yet by any means. 

Three of them especially are in deep 
water still. 

Yesierday James Wigginton, John Roland, 
Cicero Padgett, Montevale Holbert and Llamil- 
ton Richards gave bond of $500 each toappear 
when wanted on the chatge of conspiracy to 
defraud the government of its revenue tax. 
These men, together with Dave Wheeler, 
George Coffee and Patton Millis, have all 
been indicted for this offense. 

The same case against William L. Fields, 
who was especially acquitted of conspiracy on 
Saturday, was nol prossed, and he is now a 
free man. 

Yesterday morning Colonel 8. A. Darnell, 
the district attorney, begau arranging to have 
three of the men sent ta Pickens county. 
There they will be tried before the superior 
court on the charge of arson. 

The three are: D. C. Wheeler, Montevale 
Holbert and John Roland. 

Colonel Darnell will give orders to have 
them sent as soon as possible. Wheeler will, 
no doubt, be taken to Jasper today or tomor- 
row, 

Astothe other charge against all of the 
men, that will be heard in the circuit court 
some time this term. 

George Coffee and Patton Millis, the two 
members ofthe band who turned state’s evi- 
dence, will come out all right in regard to the 
conspiracy case in which they piead guilty. 
Colonel Darnell, the prosecuting attorney, 
will withdraw their pleas, and the indictments 
azainst them will both be nol prossed. 

Parris on Trial, 

The United States vs. Herschel C. Parris. 

The case was called yesterday morning in 
the circuit court. 

On December 19, 1890, Thad Fain, a mail 
boy, was driving a road cart on the Morganton 
and Ducktown road. He had gone about two 
miles when some one stopped the vehicle, 
overpowered the boy and took away the mail 
sack he was carrying. 

His assailant carried the mail pouch to the 
woods, whi.e the boy gave the alarm. The 
missing pouch was searched forand found cut 
open, With its contents scattered about. 

Parris was arrested, charged with the of- 
fense. In the circuit court yesterday the pros- 
ecution, represented by Colonel S. A. Darnell, 
introduced about ten witnesses, among them 
being the boy, Thad Fain. He did not posi- 
tively identify Parris, but believed him to be 
the man whostole the sack of letters. 

The defense will take up its case thas morn- 
ing. Colonel Bill Day is appearing for Parris. 

The defendant is the one who played an un- 
usually shrewd trick in the early spring. One 
Sunday a number of members from the 
Young Men’s Christian Association visited 
the jail tohold religious services with the 
prisoners, While the meeting was going 
on, Parris slipped into his cell, took down a 
neat-looking overcoat he had, put it on and 
buttoned itup. Then he brushed himself up, 
and, taking his Bible, placed it under his arm 
and awaited the departyre of the young men 
who were conducting the services. As they 
went out he walked boldly with thein. 

The escape was not discovered until an hour 
ortwo later, when “locking up” time came. 
Parris was afterwards found in north Georgia,
